I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 

1969. 


The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  of 
10,030  shows  an  increase  of  100  over  the  previous  year.  There  v/ere 
173  live  births  and  14-3  deaths.  The  population  inorease  is  small 
compared  with  that  in  1 968  and  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  and  partly  by  iimigration. 

There  were  no  deaths  under  one  year  of  age.  Infectious 
diseases  did  not  cause  a  problem  at  any  time  in  the  year. 

An  interesting  incident  involving  a  family  of  four  occurred 
in  November.  The  weather  in  the  days  leading  up  to  November  9th  had 
been  very  blustery.  Maiy  families  had  trouble  with  their  fires  during 
this  rough  v/eather  but  to  this  farailj?'  in  particular  it  could  have 
brought  disaster.  Fumes  from  a  gas-fired  boiler  leaked  into  the  kitchen 
which  v/as  used  also  as  a  dining  room.  All  members  of  the  family 
became  ill  and  two  were  admitted  to  hospital.  V/hile  investigations 
were  being  made  in  hospital  it  vra.s  learned  that  the  family  cat,  which 
normally  slept  in  the  kitchen  had  sudd.enly  died.  The  cat's  body  was 
retrieved  and  tests  on  the  blood  shov/ed  over  50%  saturation  vd.th 
carbon  monoxide.  The  gas  supply  was  turned  off  and  a  full  inspection 
made  to  the  boiler.  The  inspection  showed  that  the  flue  was  partly 
blocked  by  decomposition  of  the  lining  pipe.  The  rough  v/eather  had 
aggravated  the  situation  and  had  precipitated  the  given  symptoms  of 
coal  gas  poisoning  which  necessitated  the  removal  of  two  members  of 
the  family  to  hospital.  It  was  indeed  fortunate  that  the  death  of  the 
cat  and  the  post  mortem  findings  on  it  drew  attention  to  the  faulty 
boiler. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  I  have 
received  during  the  year  from  the  To\/n  Clerk  Mr,  Macklin,  Mr,  Edvra.rds 
and  members  of  the  Council.

The  hospitals  viiich  serve  the  Saffron  Walden 
population  are  those  in  Saffron  Walden,  Cambridge,  Newmarket  and 
Bishop's  Stortford.

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  requiring  hospital  care  are  admitted 
to  Brookfields  Hospital,  Cambridge. 

Ivlaternity  Cases  are  accommodated  at  Nei/wnarket  General  Hospital, 
Cambridge  Maternity  Hospital  and  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital,  Bishop's 
Stortford. 

Geriatric  Units  in  charge  of  a  Consultant  Geriatrician  have  been 
established  at  Chesterton  Hospital,  Cambridge,  and  St.  James'  Hospital, 
Saffron  v/alden  and  six  beds  ajre  reserved  for  geriatric  patients  at 
Saffron  V/alden  General  Hospital.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to 
rehabilitation.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
following  report  :  - 

(1  )  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sev/age  disposal  works  he.s  continued  to  function  reasonablj^, 
but  effluent  samples  deteriorated.  Tertiarary  treatment  at  the  out¬ 
fall  was  modified  from  settlement  tanks  to  upward  flow  clajrifiers 
and  this  showed  an  improvement. 

No  date  has  yet  been  fixed  for  the  public  enquiry  for  the 
hearing  of  the  planning  appeal  against  the  Essex  County  Council's 
refusal  of  pemnission  for  a  new  works  at  North  End,  Littlebury. 

The  small  plants  at  The  Dreys,  Sewards  End  and  Pet lands. 

Little  Walden,  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Certain  individual  septic  tanlcs  at  Sewards  End  have  not  been 
functioning  well  due  to  a  high  water  table  on  the  clay  cap  under 
wet  winter  conditions. 

Works  have  been  carried  out  to  raise  the  sill  of  a  storm  over- 
flov^  manhole  to  prevent  possible  pollution  of  a  stream  at  times  of 
low  flow. 

(2)  Swindling  Baths. 

The  standard  of  water  purification  at  the  Council's  indoor 
heated  swimming  pool  has  remained  high  and  the  pool  continues  to  be 
well  used,  although  there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  attendances 
from  certain  schools.  The  County  Education  Department  continues  to 
employ  their  full  time  instructor. 

The  demand  for  slipper  baths  is  still  at  a  very  low  level. 

(3)  Water  Supply. 

Through-out  the  district  the  standard  of  mains  water  for 
domestic  purposes  has  been  meiintained  at  a  high  level  as  regards 
quality.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  at  all  times.

In  the  preface  to  ny  rkmual  Report  for  I968  I  referred  to  the 
pressures  of  day  to  day  essential  and  urgent  tasks  as  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Housing  Cfficer,  and  the  reduction  in  the  carrying  out  of 
important  routine  inspections  and  duties  in  consequence.  This  trend 
continued  during  I969  and  tended  to  become  more  acute  than  previous  years 
as  will  be  indicated  by  certain  statistics  in  the  rejport  which  follows. 

iy  request  for  action  to  ensure  no  deterioration  in  the  standard  of 
environmental  health  for  the  Borough  vra.s  considered  by  the  Council  vdio 
looked  into  ways  and  means  of  providing  more  working  hours  for  public 
health  duties.  It  was  decided  to  increase  the  establishinent  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  to  two  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  from  1 st 
April,  1971,  and  this  decision  will  ensure  the  eventual  achievement  of 
the  best  possible  standards  of  environmental  health  for  the  Borough,  liy 
work  as  Housing  Officer  will  continue  unaltered  for  which  I  aun  pleased. 

I  consider  the  providing  and  maintaining  of  suitable  housing  accommodation 
has  much  in  common  with  my  public  health  duties  and  is  a  logical  extension 
of  these  duties. 

This  iuinual  Report  provides  me  with  the  opportunity  to  express  to 
the  Hayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  support 
and  interest  during  the  year,  liy  thanks  are  again  due  to  Dr.  J.A. 

Slattery,  liedical  Officer  of  Health,  his  Secretary  Mrs.  D.H.  Redfern, 
and  all  officers  and  staff  at  the  Municipal  Offices  for  their  ready 
co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times.  I  particularly  thank  ray  Secretaiy 
Mrs,  A.M.  Boyton,  for  the  efficient  v^ray  in  which  the  office  is  mn  and 
for  the  knowledgeable  and  tactful  in  v/hich  she  deals  with  housing  and 
public  health  enquiries  in  my  absence.

Several  v/asps  nests  were  destro3^ed  during  the  year  and,  •v'iiere  these 
occurred  in  or  about  domestic  or  business  properties,  were  charged  for 
at  10/-  for  each  treatment.  A  few  nests  x^ere  also  destroyed  on  roadside 
verges  and  similar  public  property. 

Two  dwellinghouses  were  disinfested  follovlng  comi^laints  of  fleas, 
in  both  cases  it  was  thought  the  fleas  originated  from  pets.  Office 
premises  and  a  dwellinghouse  were  disinfested  when  cockroaches  vrere 
found.  Advice  was  given  to  several  householders  troubled  by  ants  and 
treatments  carried  out  in  some  cases.  The  use  of  insecticidal  lacquer 
containing  dieldrin  and  lindane  was  most  effective  for  controlling 
ants.

6  enquiries  and  1  re-visit  were  made  in  connection  vath  infectious 
diseases.  Action  mainly  consisted  of  advising  the  person  or  parents 
concerned  as  to  ways  and  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection 
to  their  faiviilies  and  the  public  at  large. 

The  following  notifiable  diseases  or  suspected  cases  were 
investigated  : -

Two  of  the  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  concerned  local 
residents  v/ho  had  attended  a  reception  at  a  hotel  in  a  large  town 
several  miles  distant  from  Saffron  T7alden.  From  my  enquiries  it  was 
found  that  of  the  twenty  people  attending  the  rece^Dtion  a  total  of 
twelve  had  suffered  from  an  illness  shortly  afterwards  which  appeared 
to  be  due  to  food  iDoisoning,  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of 
the  tov/n  where  the  reception  had  been  held  was  ird’ormed  of  these  cases 
and  he  arranged  for  an  investigation  to  be  conducted  at  the  hotel. 

Due  to  the  time  lag  between  onset  of  illness  and  notification  it  was 
not  possible  to  obtain  conclusive  evidence  of  the  food  which  gave 
rise  to  the  illness.  It  would  appear,  however,  the  most  likely  source 
was  sausages  which,  so  it  v/as  admitted,  had  been  quickly,  and  probably 
insufficiently,  cooked  and  then  left  in  the  warm  atmosphere  of  the 
kitchen  prior  to  consumjjtion.  These  v/arm  conditions  v^rere  conducive 
to  rapid  multiplication  of  bacteria  and  arising  from  the  investigation 
various  imiDrovements  were  required  in  the  hotel  kitchen. 

The  two  other  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  not  confirmed 
as  such.  As  the  result  of  the  investigation  it  was  found  the  illness 
v/as  almost  certainly  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  arising  from  a 
defective  flue  from  a  gas  fired  central  heating  boiler.  The  Gas  Board 
were  ini^ormed  and,  as  suspected,  the  flue  was  found  to  be  defective. 
The  Gas  Board  also  examined  at  the  request  of  the  Council  the  chimney 
flues  of  houses  of  a  similar  type  on  the  sai^ie  estate  and  these  vrere 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 


ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSII^  ACTS, 


Repair  of  Dwellings. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  these  Acts  to  secure  the 
repair  of  any  dv/ellings  which  appeared  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.

10  Council  Hwellings  (Old  Peoples’  Plats)  and  42  Private  Dwellings 
were  erected  and  completed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
approximate  1.3^  3,508  occupied  dwellings  of  all  t,3Qoes.

IIOISE  ABATEIvERT. 

17  visits  were  made  in  connection  vhLth  the  control  of  noise  and  the 
majority  of  these  visits  were  for  the  purpose  of  taking  sound  level 
measurements  of  noise  from  industrial  premises. 

1  complaint  was  of  a  domestic  nature  -  overloud  amplification  of 
a  guitar  and  v/as  resolved  fairly  easily  by  meeting  the  iDeople 
responsible  and  obtaining  their  co-operation  to  prevent  risk  of  further 
cause  for  complaint. 

3  complaints  concerned  noise  from  machinery  at  three  different 
factories  and  sound  level  measurements  were  taken  at  each  on  several 
occasions.  The  complaints  were  not  considered  justified  and  no  action 
was  taken.  At  one  of  the  factories  it  was  said  the  night-workers  also 
caused  annoyance  to  nearby  residents  in  the  early  hours  by  singing, 
shouting  and  banging  doors.  The  management  agreed  to  instruct  their 
charge-hand  to  ensure  the  emioloyees  had  a  greater  consideration  for 
those  trying  to  sleep. 

Complaint  was  received  of  noise  from  machinery  at  a  supermarket 
which  disturbed  slee]p  during  the  stillness  of  the  night.  The  machinery 
comprised  eight  compressors  for  refrigeration  equipment  located  in  a 
ventilated  structure  in  a  yard  outside  the  premises.  The  level  of 
noise  wsis  reduced  b3r  extending  the  roof  between  the  two  enclosing 
walls  and  channelling  the  noise  in  a  different  direction  av/ay  from 
the  house  v/here  the  comiplaint  originated. 

Com.plaint  v/as  also  received  of  noise  from  new  warm-air  heating 
equipment  at  the  hunicipal  Baths  and  sound  level  measurements  were 
taken.  The  greater  part  of  the  noise  appeared  to  emanate  from  the 
steel  flue  and  arrangements  were  made  to  lag  and  enclose  the  flue.  On 
completion  further  sound  level  measurements  v/ere  taken  and  a  50% 
reduction  in  emission  of  noise  noted.

13  visits  v/ere  itiade  in  connection  v,dth  the  Clean  Air  Act.  .\n  informal 
request  was  made  to  the  occupier  of  husiness  premises  where  inefficient 
equipment  and  low-standard  fuel  v/as  causing  nuisance  from  the  emission 
of  smoko  and  smuts.  Replacement  of  the  equipment  v/as  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

A  solid  fuel,  automatically  stoked, industrial  boiler  which  ha.d  been 
troublesome  for  some  considerable  time  due  to  the  emission  of  smoke  went 
out  of  use  during  the  year.  The  premises  containing  the  boiler  have 
since  been  demolished  and  the  boiler  removed. 

National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

The  apparatus  for  the  daily  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide, 
first  put  into  operation  as  from  29th  October,  19^3,  continued  in  use. 

The  information  provided  is  of  greatest  value  in  connection  with  the 
national  survey  of  air  pollution  but  hy  May  of  local  interest  I  detail 
below  the  average  daily  measurements  of  smoke  &  sulx^hur  dioxide  in 
Saffron  Walden  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  years  19^4  to  I969.

NOTE:  Concentrations  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  expressed  in 
microgrammes  per  cubic  metre. 

Levels  of  smoke  concentrations  for  1 969  tend  to  be  low  when 
compared  with  earlier  measurements.  The  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide 
shows  a  marked  increase  but  as  there  are  so  many  variables  to  consider 
this  should  not  as  yet  be  classed  as  being  of  major  significance.  It 
is  hoped,  however,  that  future  concentrations  of  sulphur  dioxide  Y\rill 
tend  to  be  lower. 

I  have  again  compared  measurements  taken  in  Saffron  Walden  to  those 
ta.ken  at  certain  other  towns  picked  at  random  in  various  j)arts  of  the 
country.  Tliese  measurements  are  shoi/vu  on  Page  20  and  are  the  average 
daily  measurement  during  the  first  three  months  of  1969.

6  new  premises  were  registered  and  4  discontinued  so  the  total  of 
176  premises  registered  i,vith  the  Council  v/ere  much  the  sejne  as  the 
previous  year.  The  total  persons  employed  in  such  premises  increased  to 
937  as  compared  to  913  the  year  before. 

Due  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties  only  4  premises  were  inspected. 
I-Io  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  recorded  during  the  year. 


Accidents. 


T^no  accidents  were  notified  and  in  each  case  the  injury  v/as  caused 
'by  opening  containers,  the  employee  cutting  his  or  her  hand.  Each 
accident  yra.s  investigated  but  in  neither  case  could  the  employer  be 
considered  negligent  and  no  action  v/as  taken. 
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POOD  PREI'IISES  and  FOOD  IMSPEGTIOr 
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12  food  premises  are  registeredunder  Section  1 6  of  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  foi'  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed  or  preserved  food. 

A  total  of  45  premises  were  registered  under  Section  158  of  the 
Essex  County  Council  act,  1933,  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream 
or  similar  commodity.  Three  registrations  were  new,  one  registration 
was  cancelled.  To  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough. 

An  average  of  16  food  vehicles  (other  than  delivery  vans)  and  stalls 
operate  in  the  borough.

23  inspections  of  food  premises  and  7  inspections  of  food  stalls 
and  delivery  vehicles  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Pood  Inspection. 

10  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  examining  various  foodstuffs 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  v/ere  fit  for  human  consumption.  In  all 
cases  the  food  was  surrendered  voluntarily  and  was  subsequently  destroyer

19  other  visits  were  made  concerning  the  fitness  of  food  for  huinan 
consumption  or  in  response  to  complaints  with  regard  to  food. 

A  total  of  8  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  suitability  of 
foodstuffs  purchased  by  customers  and  there  was  justification  for 
complaint  in  every  case.  On  investigation  the  causes  for  complaints 
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were  as  follows  :  -

In  several  instances  the  food  or  container  in  question  v/as 
submitted  to  an  analyst  for  formal  exai^iination  before  deciding  on  the 
next  course  of  action.  The  Essex  County  Council  as  the  Food  &  Drugs 
Authority  were  also  informed  of  those  cases  which  they  could  deal  vh.th 
more  appropriately  with  their  greater  powers  than  the  Borough  Council. 
Vi/here  considered  necessary  firm  warnings  were  given  to  the  food 
manufacturer,  supplier  or  retailer  by  either  the  Town  Clerk  or  myself. 

Tvra  unusual  complaints  v/ere  received  during  august  concerning 
loaves  and  slices  of  bread  which  turned  red.  The  bread  came  from 
different  balcers,  one  local  and  one  some  thirty  or  so  miles  away  and, 
as  far  as  could  be  determined,  the  flour  used  came  from  different 
sources.  In  consequence  a  common  source  of  contamination  seemed  most 
unlikely.  Investigation  proved  the  change  in  colour  of  the  bread  was 
due  to  a  comparatively  rare  group  of  moulds  -wiiich  have  a  red  or  pink 
phase.  Most  reports  associate  this  mould  YkLth  burnt  vegetable  debris, 
such  as  from  forest  scrub  fires,  and  the  mould  tends  to  be  more 
v/i despread  during  very  v/arm  weather. 

August,  1969,  had  a  prolonged  dry  and  very  v/arm  spell.  The  harvest 
vifas  early  and  in  consequence  the  burning  of  stubble  on  the  fields  was 
vd. despread  and  earlier  than  usual.  It  would  appear  the  prevailing 
conditions  were  such  as  to  allow  the  ready  spread  and  growth  of  this 
mould  and  may  well  be  the  reason  for  it  appearing  locally  on  what  may 
well  be  the  first  recorded  occasion.

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Every  animals  slaughtered  at  either  of  the  two  slaughterhouses  was 
inspected  as  required  hy  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963*  The 
charges  for  meat  inspection  as  permitted  by  the  Regulations  produced 
the  sum  of  £177"  6.  Od. 

The  nuLiber  of  animals  where  part  of  the  carcase  or  offal  was 
rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  v/a.s  iTiuch  the  same  as 
previous  years.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  cause  of  rejection  was 
due  to  a  parasitic  affection  making  it  necessary  for  the  affected 
organ  to  be  rejected  in  total  or  in  ioart.  Such  localised  affections 
seldom  had  any  deletions  effect  on  the  remaining  organs  or  carcase 
meat  which  v/ere  released  for  human  consumption  in  the  usual  way. 

The  amounts  of  meat  and  offal  rejected  are  shovm  belov/-  and  represent

Slaughterhouse  Facilities. 

Conditions  at  both  slaughterhouses  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
minor  repairs  and  improvements  were  carried  out  at  both  premises. 

General. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  continued  smoothly  ¥/ith  the  ready  co- 
0]peration  and  helxo  of  management  and  staff  at  both  slaughterhouses  as 
during  previous  years. 

Some  meat  inspection  continued  to  be  necessary  outside  normal 
working  hours  and  a  visit  to  one  slaughterhouse  is  made  late  on  every 
Saturday  afternoon  for  axDproximatelj^  one  hour. 

348  visits  v/ere  made  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat 
inspection. 

A  siimmary  of  carcases  and  offal  inspected  and  condemned  in  v/hole 
or  in  xDart  is  given  on  Page  21  of  this  Report. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  and  myself  are  again  due  to  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  Saffron  V/alden  Rural  District  Council  for 
deputising  during  my  leave  of  absence  and  carrying  out  meat  inspection 
and  other  duties  on  rny  behalf. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Main  supplies. 

The  routine  sampling  for  'bacteriological  examination  of  the  mains 
water  supplies  i^rovided  by  the  Lee  Valley  Y/ater  Comimry  was  carried 
out  at  weekly  intervals  during  the  2^ear  except  when  absent  on  leave. 
Saunples  were  collected  from  various  points  in  the  Borough  in  order  to 
ensure  results  were  representative  of  the  Borough  as  a  whole.  All 
samples  for  bacteriological  anal5^sis  were  completely  satisfactory. 


Yfell  supplies. 

Only  one  v/ell  continued  in  use,  serving  one  cottage  occupied  by 
one  person.  This  well,  equipped  with  an  old  fashioned  hand-operated 
pump,  has  consistently  given  a  water  supply  of  the  highest 
bacteriological  standard  and  is  sainpled  at  quarterly  intervals  as 
routine. 


Swhnming  Bath, 

Samples  from  the  Municipal  Swimiiiing  Bath  were  highly  satisfactory 
and  comparable  to  water  direct  from  the  main  supply.

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RODEIJT  COriTROL. 


The  number  of  infestations  notified  or  found  on  routine  survey 
for  rats  \vas  a  little  lower  than  the  previous  year.  Control  in  the 
main  was  by  the  use  of  Warfarin  but  zinc  phosphide  was  also  used  for 
control  at  the  refuse  tips,  sev/age  vADrks  and  certain  ditches.  The 
greater  majority  of  infestations  were  on  the  edge  of  the  Town  or  in 
and  around  the  three  villages  in  the  Borough. 

There  v/as  a  marked  increase  in  the  nuinber  of  mouse  infestations  - 
almost  three  times  as  man;>"  when  compared  with  each  of  the  loreceding 
three  years.  I  understand  similar  increases  have  been  noted  in  other 
districts.  Control  was  by  use  of  a  rodenticide  containing 
Alphachloralose.  This  causes  the  mouse  to  become  unconscious  v/ithin 
an  hour  of  talcing  the  rodenticide  accompanied  by  a  ra^Did  drop  in  body 
temperature  which  leads  to  the  death  of  the  mouse  without  it  regaining 
consciousness. 

Rodent  control  at  the  refuse  tip  continued  to  be  most  satisfactory 
and  the  level  of  infestation  very  low. 

As  a  result  of  notification  or  routine  survey  a  total  of  159 
premises  or  land  areas  were  found  to  be  infested  vd.th  rats  and  26  with 
mice.
